PORTERVILLE, Feb. 12 — If 


you think the situation is unfair’ 
when 18 men, riding $6,000 worth 
of fine horses, hauled in $50,000 
worth of equipment, take ropes in 
hand and go after those po’r little 
wild burros of the Panamint moun- 
tains, you are absolutely right. 


The situation is completely un- 
fair to man and horse, for those 
desert burros are a wild and wily 
bunch, they’re as agile as a moun- 
tain goat and fast enough to 
stretch out the best roping horses 
in a flat run, then dodge the loop 
when it is finally thrown.

Q. If x-rays are harmful, why 


‘are people who are_perfectly 
well urged to have chest x-ray 
examinations for tuberculosis? 
A. Because benefits of properly 
conducted chest x-ray programs 
far outweigh possible harm. This 
was the conclusion of a special 
investigative committee appointed 
by the Ontario (Canada) Tuber- 
culosis Association. The National 
Tuberculosis Association and 
American and State Trudeau So- 
cieties support this view. 

Q. What is the best way to 
clean glasses? 

A. Soap and water is ‘excellent, 
provided a mild hand soap is 
used. Stronger soaps might affect 
the trims used on some glasses. 
Several good cleaning fluids for 
glasses are available through op- 
tical stores. These contain a mild 
alcohol solution which takes off 
most spots. Silicone-treated pa- 
pers are satisfactory for use ex- 
cept on lenses that have non- 
reflective ‘coatings. 

Q. I have heard that doctors 
are called “mister” in England.

lake and the department of fish 
and game plans to add another 
50,000 in the near future. 

At the same time, Millerton lake 
received its first kokanee plant of 
the year, 100,000 dropped by 
plane at the head of the lake. The 
idea of this location being chosen 
is in the hopes the mature fish 
will return to the same area and 
gO On upstream to spawn so the 
fisheries will become self-perpetu- 
ating. The department hopes to 
obtain sufficient kokanee eggs to 
add another 100,000 fingerlings to 
Millerton this year, 

Another first for Fresno county 
was the stocking of some 300 Bar- 
bara or Gambra partridges in the 
foothills near Academy. These 
birds were planted for the first 
time in California last year in the 
foothills of Tulare county but re- 
ports indicate they may have all 
disappeared for one reason or the 
other. 

These new species of partridges 
were purchased from a commercial 
game bird breeder in Kern county 
and is one the the few times the 
fish and game commission has ap- 
proved the purchase of game from 
commercial outlets. The project 
calls for plantings to be made for 
a period of five years and if they 
haven’t become established by 
then the idea will be abandoned. 
The Academy birds were liberated 
by what is referred to as the “easy 
release’ system. First a tempor- 
ary holding pen was constructed 
in the area, the birds moved in, 
fed and watered for a few days 
and then the gate was left open 
for the partridges to escape at 
will. Predators have already taken 
a few of the birds that have had 
no experience in protecting them- 
selves in the wide open spaces.
